A veto also would end 
recession-fighting tax cuts 
abruptly, costing almost every 
taxpayer some $3 to $6 a week 
in increased withholding rates 
and delivering a $17.3 billion 
blow to the economy. 
The White House said Ford 
and his advisers were studying 
the bill, but had made no 
decision about it. 
In its first full year, 1977, the 
bill’s 
“ loophole 
closing” 
amendments increase taxes on 
certain groups by $3 billion, 
mainly at the expense of the 
wealthy \tfho have been using 
tax-free preference income to 
avoid tax. An increase in the 
minimum tax alone raises $1 
billion of that amount. 
In addition, curbs are placed 
on tax shelters in real estate, 
farming and other industries. 
The bill then gives away $1.4 
billion through new or expand­ 
ed tax breaks for individuals 
and industry, much of that 
going for expanded child-care 
tax breaks for working parents 
($384 million) and an expanded 
retirement income credit ($391 
million). 
This means that the bill 
raises a net $1.6 billion in 
“reform” its first year, al­ 
though this drops off to about $1 
billion a year through 1981 as 
reductions in the estate and gift 
tax begin to take effect. 
The bill, which dragged 
through three years of com­ 
plicated drafting 
and

Italion-Americans 
Hear Ford, Carter 
United Press International 
President Ford took a page 
from D em ocratic nom inee 
Jim m y C a rte r’s cam paign 
notebook, courting votes from 
ethnic groups ana saying that

Ford and Carter both attend­ 
ed an Italian-American Bicen­ 
tennial dinner in a Washington 
hotel Thursday night. Although 
the two men were both on the 
same floor at one point their 
paths did not cross 
“I am committed to m ain­ 
taining the strength and vitality 
of American communities now 
and in the next four years,” 
Ford 
told 
the applauding 
diners. Speaking of “gradual 
erosion” of ethnic cultures, the 
President said neighborhoods 
are the place to "encourage and 
protect 
American 
in ­ 
dividualism.” 


But Ford did not go as far as 
Carter in suggesting solutions 
to urban problems, saying that 
the decay of neighborhoods can 
be prevented by “local initia­ 
tives and local control.” 
The Democratic nominee has 
pledged more federal assist­ 
ance to restore neighborhoods 
in a series of visits he has made 
to ethnic areas in various cities. 
While Ford addressed the 
dinner, Carter met nearby with 
a Greek-American group and 
then gave his own brief speech 
to the Italian-Americans after 
the President departed to at­ 
tend a reception following a 
religious observance of Hispan­ 
ic American Heritage week. 
Carter said that “all of us 
have known the pain from 
discrimination,” and likened 
the situation of Italian-Ameri­ 
cans to the fact there has been 
no presidential nominee from 
the Deep South since 1848.

COLUMBUS (UPI) - State 
legislators prepared today for 
the final, and predictably 
hectic, session of the Ohio 
General Assembly this month, 
with prime attention on reform 
of the Medicaid and workmen’s 
compensation programs. 
Also 
ticketed 
for 
final* 
disposition were bills revising 
the charitable bingo law and 
rescuing school districts from a 
combined $120 million fiscal 
burden, as well as confirmation 
of 78 gubernatorial appoint­ 
ments and possible veto over­ 
rides. 
Both the House and Senate 
were to reconvene at 10 a.m. 
After today’s adjournment, the 
legislature was not expected to 
return to the Statehouse until 
Nov. 9. 
The way was cleared for 
adjournm ent late Thursday 
when the Senate Finance 
Committee pieced together an 
extra $53 million to finance the 
Medicaid-welfare reform bill, 
which will now appropriate $167 
million to the Department of 


Public Welfare to pay for 
Medicaid. 
The committee adopted 11 
amendments, including one $10 
million addition to the House 
version of 
the bill, 
before 
sending it to ttie Senate Rules 
Committee on a 6-2 party line 
vote. 
Sen. 
H arry 
Meshel, 
D- 
Youngstown, committee chair­ 
man, said the Medicaid appro­ 
priation had been boosted well 
beyond its original $114 million 
price tag to “insure there would 
be no cuts w hatsoever in 
welfare services.” 
The Senate prepared for 
debate on nearly 100 House 
amendments to the sweeping 
modernization of the state’s 
$1.5 billion workmen’s com­ 
pensation program. The House 
passed the bill 91 to 1 Thursday. 
The Senate had unanimously 
passed the original bill in June. 
County Officials Pay 
Another bill, which would 
boost the salaries of all 11 
elected county officials in each 
of Ohio’s 88 counties, was sent 


to a conference committee, 
where prospects of a quick 
agreement were dim. 
The major difference bet­ 
ween House and Senate drafts 
of the bill was a provision 
granting 
county 
officials 
autom atic costof-living pay 
hikes sought by the House 
sponsor but removed by the 
Senate, which felt they were 
inflationary.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) - In 
a 
d ram atic 
break 
with 
tradition, the Episcopal Church 
has decided to allow women 
into its sacramental priesthood 
and episcopate. 
Deputies to the 3-million- 
member denomination’s 65th 
General Convention ended the 
long and bitter struggle over 
women’s ordination Thursday 
by narrowly voting to concur in 
a change in the church’s canon 
law, which had been approved 
by the church’s House of 
Bishops Wednesday, thus mak­ 
ing women eligible to be priests 
and bishops. 
Still unresolved, however, is 
the status of 14 of the 15 women 
(one has since left the church), 
who have been irregularly 
ordained in defiance of the 
church in the two years since 
the House of Deputies refused 
to authorize ordinations in 1973. 
“We should be regularized by 
the bishops,,v said the Rev. 
Jeannette Piccard, one of 11 


women deacons irregularly 
ordained in Philadelphia July 
29, 1974 in the service that 
shocked and then polarized the 
church. 
But other of the ordained 
women, appearing at a news 
co n feren ce 
im m ed iately 
following the narrow Deputies’ 
vote, said any initiative toward 
regularization of their status 
would have to come from the 
bishops and they would not 
accept reordination. 
The vote in the House of 
Deputies, which in 1973 voted 
down a similar proposal, came 
in the form of a complicated 
vote by orders in which the lay 
and clerical delegations from 
each diocese participated. 
Clerical delegations from 64 
dioceses and lay delegations 
from 60 dioceses approved the 
change while 37 clerical and 38 
lay delegations opposed. On 
W ednesday, the House of 
Bishops voted 95 to 61 to ap­ 
prove ordaining women. 


Episcopalians, who trace 
their church back 2,000 years to 
the time of Christ, generally 
believe that in the ministry of 
the sacraments the priest is an 
icon or image of Christ. 
In the long, four-hour debate 
Thursday which saw more than 
50 speakers argue both sides of 
the issue, those closest to the 
Catholic tradition argued that 
only males could play that role 
and that if Christ had intended 
women to be priests he would 
have had women among the 
Disciples. 
But supporters of the move 
argued that the Holy Spirit was 
at work in the church, creating 
new forms of faithfulness and 
that women priests were a part 
of that work. 
The impact of the action on 
the Episcopal Church’s rela­ 
tions with the Roman Catholic 
and Orthodox Churches, both of 
which forbid women priests, is 
still to be seen. 
Mayor Proposes Idea To Council 
City May Split Service 
Director-Engineer Post

M ayor Frank D. D auria 
received a certain unofficial 
degree of affirmation on his 
suggestion before Salem City 
Council Thursday night that the 
present position of service 
director-engineer be returned 
to separate positions held t>y 
two individuals. 
He stressed the legal obliga­ 
tion of the city to have a service 
director. Dauria also reported 
former city engineer F 
S. 
“ F ritz ” Barckhoff had ex­ 
pressed his willingness to 
temporarily aid the city on a 
consulting basis until a per­ 
manent director can be em ­ 
ployed. 
The mayor said he had no one 
in mind to fill the post and re­ 
quested Council to assist him in 
locating candidates. The final 
decision is up to the mayor. 
The committee of the whole 
meeting was called by the 
mayor to fill 
the vacancy 
created by the unexpected 
death Friday of former Service 
Director-Engineer Warren C. 
Browne. 
Streets committee chairman 
Joyce Wilson, who chaired the 
informal session, said the em ­ 
ployment of Milan “Dutch” 
Miles as street foreman at 
present may lessen somewhat 
the engineering expertise re­ 
quired of the next service direc­ 
tor. 
Council President Thomas 
Patton pointed out that the 
city’s extensive use of outside 
engineering firm s also d e­ 
creases the demand for an 
engineer. He said the imme­ 
diate need is for a service 
director to handle public rela­ 
tions with citizens needing 
assistance. 
While urging his colleagues to 
consider the added cost in sala­ 
ries in employing two persons, 
Wilson also pointed out the pos­ 


sible increased need in the 
future for a person with the 
competency to follow up the 
city’s participation in govern­ 
ment projects. 
Councilman Harold Astry 
said of Browne, “I think the 
man was overburdened.” His 
support of the employment of 
two persons was seconded by 
Councilman Paul Harrington 
Jr. Astry said the added cost 
would be justified for service to 
the city. 
Councilman Philip Greenisen 
questioned the need for a full­ 
time engineer but spoke in 
favor of pressing ahead with 
consideration of city programs 
for the coming year. 
Wilson is to check the status 
of legislation setting up the 


position of the combined office 
with city Solicitor Atty. Scott 
McCorkhill. He also will find 
out how long the city has to 
name a replacement. 
Browne received $18,000 for 
his first year in the dual 
position, which began March 1, 
1975, and was to receive in­ 
crements of $1,000 per year for 
the remaining two years of his 
contract. 
The salary for the last service 
director had been $12,064. 
It is estimated the city saved 
about $4,000 per year by having 
the combined post. 
Unable to attend the meeting 
were councilmen Susan Sch­ 
mid, who is on vacation, and 
Jack Ranee.

Salem Ohio Edison district 
manager Paul Stepuk said he 
will have to await tabulations 
by his firm ’s business depart­ 
ment before the size of Salem 
electric bill increases granted 
Wednesday by 
the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio 
(PUCO) will be known. 
He expects the figures “in the 
near future,” he said Thursday 
afternoon 
The higher rates have come 
about because of the PUCO 
ruling that Salem and some 20 
other Ohio cities in the “level 
B” 
population range had 
passed ordinances 
that 
un­ 
reasonably set rates for the 
company. The PUCO ordered 
new, higher rates put into ef­ 
fect. 
Upon hearing of the PUCO 
move, Philip Greenisen, former 
chairman of the Salem City 
Council utilities com m ittee, 
said, “My first reaction is it 
strikes a blow to the concept of 
home rule, a very severe blow. 
We a re obviously not the 
master of our own fate ... it dis­ 
turbs m$ that this is the case.” * 
Greenisen was on the com­ 
mittee when Council passed an 
ordinance in mid-1975 different 
from that suggested by Ohio 


Edison StepuK said his office 
received communication of the 
ordinance only after it was 
passed. 
He said prior to the 1975 
action, the city had negotiated 
with Edison to establish the 
rate for com m ercial 
and 
f-esidential subscribers 
The PUCO is the interme­ 
diary body which attempts to 
resolve disputes between public 
utilities and users 
Greenisen said the Organiza­ 
tion of Level B Municipalities, a 
group to which Salem belongs 
and to which the city has paid 
some $6,000 in the past to fight 
the electricity rate hikes, ap­ 
pealed one PUCO decision to 
the Ohio Supreme Court But 
the process costs money and is 
time consuming, he noted 
Stepuk reported Salem resi­ 
dents have been getting by 
more cheaply during the time 
the city’s ordinance has been in 
effect and that there is no 
chance foi any kind of retro­ 
active assessment 
The new rates will guarantee 
an average rate of return for 
Ohio Edison in the 20 cities 
affected of 8 96 per cent.

On the 22nd we will have 16 
minutes more daylight than 
night. This is due to the fact 
that earth's atmosphere bends 
the sun’s light. When the sun is 
near the horizon at sunrise and 
sunset, we see it appear a little 
higher than it really is. Sunrise 
would actually come a few 
minutes earlier and sunset a 
few minutes later if there were 
no atmosphere.

New Season Begins With Old Pro, 
World War II And Small Mystery 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
World War II veteran and a 
veteran performer lead off 
NBC’s agenda of new shows for 
the opening week 
of the 
television season, both working 
in a light-hearted vein. 
On ABC, a much-heralded 
new series is getting a peculiar 
silent treatment. 
The ABC series that’s excited 
much interest in “Rich Man, 
Poor Man,” extended from last 
year’s mini-series of the Irwin 
Shaw novel, and it bows in Sept. 
21, 9-10 p.m.. Eastern time 
The network 
so far has 
refused to let television critics 
see a preview of the show, 
contrary to custom, and has 
even declined to release a 
capsule story line for the 
television program listings. 
The cynical might suspect 
this is akin to opening a 
theatrical bomb on Broadway 
on Saturday night, which 
makes it too late for Sunday 
drama sections to carry blister­ 
ing reviews. 
More likely it is just gim­ 
mickry, plus a show that 
combines a summary of last 
year's plot with the beginnings 
of a new narrative, not the best 
critical fare. Also ABC says 
there are some surprises in the 
opener that shouldn’t be tipped. 
Will the “M-A-S-H” faithful 


desert their favorite program, 
which is in a competing time 
slot, to try an untested new 
product? Time and the Nielsen 
ratings will tell. 
Another Sept. 21 contender is 
NBC's “Baa Baa Black Sheep,” 
a cross between ‘The Dirty 
Dozen” and “Hogan’s Heroes" 
that takes up the 8-9 p.m., 
E astern tim e slot against 
"Happy Days” and “Laverae 
and Snirley.” 
Can a beat up World War II 
fighter pilot, who gets drunk 
and toasts Betty Grable, woo 
away Fonzie’s frenzied fol­ 
lowers? Bob Conrad as Marine 
Maj. Pappy Boyington makes a 
noble try as he bands together a 
squad of drunken screw-ups, as 
the script calls them, to help 
win the war in the Pacific. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
the performances that some 
sharper writing wouldn't help 
(there were three fight scenes 
in the opener, and those just 
involved A m ericans), 
but 
whether “Baa Baa” makes it 
may depend on which 6ide of 
the generation gap controls the 
channel selector. 
The opening show offered 
eye-catching aerial dogfights, 
with Zeroes going down in 
flames.

Man Who Listed His House 
With Black Firm Harassed 


GRAND 
RAPIDS, 
Mich. 
(UPI) — Joseph Streelman, 80, 
bowed his head and wept as he 
talked about his wife’s death, 
the painful decision to sell his 
home and harassment from his 
neighbors when he listed with a 
black realtor. 
“One fella came over here 
and told me I was a damn' 
nigger lover and they didn't like 
it because a colored person was 
selling my house,” Streelman 
said, describing the reactions of 
some of his suburban Kentwood 
neighbors 
Streelman has filed a com­ 
plaint with the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission, charging 
four neighbors tried to coerce 
him to remove the listing with 
the Scott Realty Company, a 
black-owned firm, to prevent 
blacks from moving into the all- 
white neighborhood. 
Streelman, a 
retired 
fur­ 
niture factory worker, said he 
decided to sell the house two 
weeks ago “because it was 
becoming too much to handle.” 
"I’m all alone now and it’s too 
much work,” he said "We used 
to have an acre of ground, but 
we sold it and bought this house 
three years ago after my wife 
fell and broke her hip, and I had 
to take care of her. 
“It was brand new then,” he 
said. “Now that I’m alone, it’s 
too much for me and I want to 
get out from under it ” . 
Streelm an said once he 
decided to sell, he picked a 
realtor out of the telephony 
book and asked for an agent to 
come and list the house. The 
agen* /ho came out was black 
“I 
,ve no prejudice with am 
colc •d,” 
Streelm an 
sai 
‘They’ve got to make a living 
just like anyone else And it 
doesn’t m atter who sells it, 
because once it’s listed with the 
Grand R apids Real E state 


Board, any company can sell it, 
white or black.” 
In his complaint, Streelman 
claims that four of his neigh­ 
bors came to him on different 
occasions and made harsh 
rem arks 
indicating 
their 
disapproval of hiiQ listing his 
house with a black realtor. 
“ R em arks allegedly were 
made such as, ‘The property 
values of our neighborhood will 
go down,’ ‘We don’t want our 
children going to school with 
niggers,’ ‘We ought to run you 
out of the neighborhood,’ and 
statements to that effect,” said 
Thomas Appel, a spokesman 
for the Civil Rights Commis­ 
sion. 
If the charges are true, Appel 
said, it could be a civil code 
violation of Section 204B of the 
Michigan Fair Housing Act 
which says: “It is an unfair 
housing practice to coerce a 
E 
erson to engage in an unfair 
ousing practice.” 
Only two of the neighbors 
could be reached for comment. 
Both denied having made 
coercive remarks. 
“I’m sick about it,” Zikes, 
one of the four listed in the 
complaint, said. ‘The way I 
feel now. I’d welcome the 
colored people rather than have 
him live there. I didn’t do a 
thing and now all of a sudden 
I’m a white militant.” 
Appel said following an in­ 
vestigation, recommendations 
will be made on whether to take 
civil adm inistrative action 
against the four aimed at 
reaching a settlement.

RCA Official 


Resigns After 
Tax Problems' 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Antho­ 
ny L. Conrad has resigned as 
chief executive officer of RCA 
Corp. after inform ing the 
company that his city, state and 
federal income tax 
returns 
from 1971 through 1975 have 
only recently been filed. 
The RCA board of directors, 
at a special meeting Thursday, 
chose Edgar H. Griffiths to 
replace Conrad as president 
and chairman of the board. 
Company officials also said 
the firm has withdrawn a 
proposed sale of five million 
shares of common stock be­ 
cause of the Conrad disclosure. 
Conrad said he has settled his 
tax liabilities. He denied that he 
has ever “given or received 
improper payments of any kind 
at any tim e.” He said RCA was 
in no way involved in his tax 
difficulties 
RCA officials said the board's 
decision to accept Conrad’s 
resignation and to withdraw the 
stock offering related solely to 
Conrad’s tax problem and not 
to the operations of the com­ 
pany. 
Conrad, 
in 
a 
statem ent 
submitted to the board, said his 
federal income tax for the five 
years totaled $704,292, of which 
$684,918 was withheld. He said 
he has paid the $19,674 balance 
and $1,429 in interest penalties. 
He said his New York City 
and state income tax came to 
“greater amounts" because of 
low withholding, but he gave no 
figures. 
Conrad became president of 
RCA last Nov. 5, when Robert 
W.Sarnoff, son of the founder of 
the company, was ousted in 
w hat was described as a 
“ palace rev o lt.” 
He 
was 
elected chairman in June 
He could not be reached for 
comment, and his delay in 
filing his tax returns was not 
explained. 
RCA owns the NBC broadcast 
network and also manufactures 
a variety of electronic equip­ 
ment. 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Viking 2’s first cycle of ex­ 
periments on Mars have given 
scientists new puzzles to solve, 
but they are cautiously op­ 
timistic about the possibility of 
finding some form of bacterial 
life on the frozen planet. 
“We are further down the 
biological road than we were a 
week ago,” Dr Gilbert Levin 
said. 
Levin, a biologist who heads 
one of the test teams, said first 
results from Viking 2’s labeled 
release experim ent showed 
very high radioactivity. 
Dr Harold Klein, the pro­ 
ject’s chief biologist, said the 
first-cycle results from both the 
labeled release experiment and 
the gas exchange test also could 
support 
a 
theory 
that 
microorganisms were in the 
soil. 
‘They are consistent with the 
presence in the soil of at least 
one and maybe two oxygen-rich 
compounds — one of which acts 
with organic material to cause 
oxidation,” Klein said. 
Dr. Vance Oyama, in charge 
of 
the 
gas exchange ex­ 
periment, said early data in­ 
dicates a much lower oxygen 
count than resulted from Viking 
l’s experiment on the other side 


of the planet. 
He said, however, if there is a 
continued rise in carbon dioxide 
it “definitely will establish life 
is present.” 
‘The idea,” he said, “is to 
wear down the opponent if 
chemicals are the opponent.” 
He said when the chemicals are 
used up, 
“what is 
left 
is 
biology. ’

The headlines point to the striking Soviet 
military buildup, and to the energetic supply of 
Russian arms — as in Libya. Iraq and Angola — 
to governments and revolutionary factions 
favored by the Kremlin Virtually unreported is 
the sharp rise in the numbers of Russian and 
Chinese Communist technicians sent to un­ 
derdeveloped countries 
Even more significant is that growing num­ 
bers of young men and women from foreign 
lands the Russians and Red Chinese have trained 
in their technical schools and universities these 
past 20vears are now . through seniority, moving 
ihto positions of influence in their home coun­ 
tries This is particularly noticeable in wide 
sections of Africa 
In the past two decades, 72.000 students from 
underdeveloped nations have been trained in 
Russia. East Europe and Communist China at a 
cost of but S70 million a year. Their current 
foreign student ,>opulation is approximately 
27.000. two-thirds io the USSR 


More than half these 27,000 are from Africa 
There are, for example. 1,750 from Algeria. 1,140 
from Nigeria, 1,575 trom the Sudan, 920 from 
Ethiopia. 885 from the Congo. 600 from Somalia. 
585 from Mali, 655 from Tanzania. 415 from 
Sierra Leone. 425 from the Malagasy Republic 
and 525 from Zaire 
There are also 1.100 from Bangladesh. 1.000 
from Cyprus. 895 from Afghanistan, 545 from 
India, 650 from Jordan and 1,125 from Syria. 
The sources of students sent to Communist 
countries from Latin America are Colombia with 
460, Ecuador with 385, Costa Rica with 320, 
Bolivia with 240 and Peru with 190 
The Soviet Union also has roughly 8,000 
military technicians in Africa, the Near East and 
South Asia, despite the worsening of relations 
with Egy pt. China has more than 1.000 in Africa, 
almost all in Tanzania 
And there are currently more than 20,000 
Chinese Communist economic — as distinct from 


military — technicians in Africa, 6,000 Russian 
and 10.000 East European, 
There are in excess of 11,000 Russian. 3,000 
East European and 2,000 Chinese Communist 
economic technicians in the Near East and South 
Asia 
The 
number 
of 
Communist 
military 
technicians in underdeveloped countries rose by 
20 per cent and the number of economic tech­ 
nicians by 15 per cent last year alone 
In its military assistance, the Soviet Union 
seems to be striking at targets of opportunity — 
as in its assistance to one clique in Angola, its 
strong aid to Syria and its hefty shipments to 
Libya, which that country regularly uses for the 
training and supply of dissident groups in a 
range of countries. Or in what seem to be payoffs 
in return for bases and other military favors — 
as in the case of Somalia, which has offered 
Russia the use of the port at Berbera, and 
Guinea, which has given Moscow the use of air 
and naval facilities for Soviet reconnaissance 
units 
Some Soviet economic aid seems directed at 
insuring Mowcow a source of raw materials, as 
in the case of the Kindia bauxite mine in Guinea 
But in the main, the Soviet efforts seem directed 
at projects which will win it the most in 
favorable propaganda and where the local 
political leaders will reap the greatest payoff in 
personal profits or influence, thus tying them in 
with the Russians. 
The university training effort over the long 
run. however, is likely to be the most productive 
for Moscow. Though the Russian caste system 
and race prejudice have embittered many 
African and Asian students, the concentrated 
training in Marxist approaches to economic and 
political matters will most certainly lead, in the 
long run, to even rougher times for democracy 
and free enterprise in those African and South 
Asian countries to which these Communist- 
educated students return, as they gain in auth­ 
ority in their home governments.

Sikes is in the latter 
category. Actually, he leads the 
category. His story darkens a 
candle on Am erica’s Bicenten­ 
nial birthday cake. 
S IK E S CAM E to Congress in 
1941 from the panhandle of 
Florida. The w ar was on, and 
he was swift enough to realize 
benefit from it for himself and 
his district. He hopped aboard 
the m ilitary bandwagon and 
turned it in the direction of his 
supporters. In 36 years of effort 
Sikes has 
remade Florida’s 
First D istrict into a kind of 
armed camp with nine major 
m ilitary 
installations, 
which 
now receives about $500 million 
in annual subsidies from the 
nation’s defense budget. 
Undoubtedly this has been 
good for the folks west of the 
Apalachicola. As chairm an of 
the House M ilitary Construc­ 
tion Subcommittee, Sikes has 
become “ M r. M ilitary” at the 
Pentagon, and his every wish 
has rained profit on his con­ 
stituents. The average congres­ 
sional district receives about $7 
million a year in m ilitary con­ 
struction money, but Florida’s 
First receives seven times this 
sum. Those who have voted for 
Sikes all these years have voted 
for their own bank accounts. 
But while his people have 
prospered, Rep. Sikes has 
grown rich. According to public 
records he has used his federal 
and m ilita ry influence for 
various personal advantages. 


He has helped establish; he has 
held substantial holdings 
in 
F a irc h ild Industries (while* 
voting for $170 million worth of 
federal finances for the m ili­ 
tary contractor); and despite 
the rules of the House, he has 
sponsored legislation 
to 
en­ 
hance the value of land in which 
he has had a financial interest. 
IT W AS FO R these reasons 
Sikes was reprimanded by his 
colleagues recently. It was a 
mild rebuke; congressmen dis­ 
like punishing their own, for 
who knows whose turn is next? 
Still, Sikes is disgraced. 
And yet 
back 
hom e 
he 
remains unbeatable. He rolled 
over a prim ary challenger with 
75 per cent of the vote. And in 
November he w ill appear alone 
on the ballot. This says fa r less 
about Sikes than it does about 
those who defer to Sikes. Never 
mind his ethics, his m isuse of 
power, his breaking of legisla­ 
tive rules; as long as he can 
keep the money flowing from 
Washington to Pensacola, the 
people are blind. 
And so it is in many other 
congressional d istricts. The 
legislature is crammed w ith the 
corrupt, the incompetent and 
the arrogant, yet 90 per cent of 
those who stand for reelection 
this year w ill be reelected, 
because that’s the w ay the 
people choose it.

Nations Battle 
Over Pie In Sky 


W ASHINGTON - (L E N S ) - 
No one in Britain or the United 
States re a lly expects com ­ 
m ercial air service between the 
two countries 
to 
end 
next 
sum m er ju st 
because the 
British have terminated an air 
route agreem ent signed in 
Bermuda 30 years ago. 
By next June 22 Am erica may 
have 
one 
less 
a ir 
route 
agreement in force (it already 
has 60 different agreements, 
but the one with Britain is the 
most im portant), but travellers 
are not likely to be affected by 
Britain ’s “ denunciation” — this 
being 
the 
undiplomatic 
ex­ 
pression used by diplomats — 
of the Berm uda agreement. 
There are a 
num ber of 
precedents fo r the B ritish 
action. When Italy denounced 
its air route agreement with the 
United States in 1966, nothing at 
a ll 
happened 
except 
that 
discussions were broken off, 
and a new round of talks had to 
begin at square one. Flights to 
Italy were affected not one 
whit. 
The Italians terminated their 
air route agreement for reasons 
strikingly sim ilar to those being 
voiced privately by the British: 
the old agreement was biased 
in favor of Am erica. On tran­ 
satlan tic tra ve l to B rita in , 
America gets 60 per cent of the 
trade, Britain gets 32 per cent; 
this is, in fact, a fair reflection 
of the proportion of the two 
nationalities 
crossing 
the 
Atlantic if, in British eyes, an 
injustice. 
What does Britain stand to 
gain by its unexpected action? 
This question is being carefully 
studied not only by the State 
Department, but also by the 
C iv il Aeronautics Board, the 
D epartm ents 
of

sportation, Com m erce and 
Justice and, some say, even the 
White House. 
Eve n though p relim in ary 
talks

“These extra 
pounds call for God’s healing 
process, not for punishment.”

(Simon & Schuster, $7.95). It 
repudiates several of the ideas 
in

“The 
G alloping 
G ourm et’’ 
and 
reveals in detail what 
his 
conversion to Christianity (his 
own brand) has done for him 
and his attitude about food. But 
it does contain many excellent 
recipes and experienced advice 
on cooking techniques which 
even a non-believer can profit 
by. 
Some recipes are stuffed 
sourdough meat loaf with hot 
beandressing, one example of a 
nutritious and thrifty recipe, 
and, for contrast, a treacle tart 
that Her Majesty, Queen Eliza­ 
beth of England, likes very 
much. 
Also K err’s know-how about 
making a good pot of tea will 
make Christians and heathens 
eternally grateful. 
‘The New Seasoning” de­ 
votes an equal number of pages 
to the pleasures of cooking and 
caring for the 
“ C hristian 
Fam ily" and for Kerr to ex­ 
plain his religious revival.

tion at meetings in Chicago and 
Columbus, the grants would not 
require matching funds from 
the county, he emphasized 
The 100-bed nursing unit pro­ 
posal is the same as that re­ 
jected by voters last Novem­ 
ber, Chamberlin said 
The estimated cost o f the one- 
floor nursing unit, containing 
roughly 29,000 square feet 
would be $1.5 million, he said. 
It would provide 100 bed­ 
rooms with a lavatory for each 
two rooms, four isolation 
rooms, a social room, a dining 
room, public visiting rooms, 
public restrooms, administra­ 
tive offices, medical examina­ 
tion facilities, kitchen, bathing, 
laundry and heating facilities, a 
small chapel, parking lot and a 
service drive. 
Chamberlin said the commis­ 
sioners’ resolution enacted at 
Thursday’s 
meeting 
said a 
grant also would be sought for a 
new county highway garage, 
offices and storage facilities. 
It would provide approxi­ 
mately 15,000 square feet of 
space, with six new mechanic’s 
bays with hydraulic lifts, a ma­ 
chine shop and new fencing. 
County Engineer Bert Daw­ 
son estimated the cost at about 
$250,000. 
No Leaves In Streets 
Residents are reminded that 
raking leaves into the streets of 
Salem is prohibited as they 
make driving dangerous and 
impede the efficiency of catch 
basins and storm sewers during 
wet conditions.

business,” said Dr. Vernon 
Sisney. 
“People are just not letting 
themselves get involved with 
other people. It seems like the 
closer we live, the less actual 
contact emotionally or involve­ 
ment we have. It is unfortunate 
but that is what happens.” 
Sisney said the timing of 
Wednesday’s incident also 
worked against Collins. 
“Had it not been at this 
particular rush hour, on the 
way home, and on the way to 
work, then it would not have 
been as likely to happen,” he 
said. 
He said some people, who 
passed by the dying man, may 
“do something different” if 
they are confronted with a 
similar situation in the future. 
“Even reading about it will 
cause some people to have an 
influx of feeling that perhaps 
they will help the next time, 
which is 
not 
to say 
they 
wouldn’t have anyway,” he 
said. "Maybe we should identi­ 
fy with these things a bit more 
closely. I could be Iving there. 
Would you help me?” 
Asked 
whether 
deper­ 
sonalization must necessarily 
be a 
part of urbanization, 
Sisney said, “No. I think each 
individual needs to review his 
own standards or his own 
feelings and to see if we 
couldn't return a little bit more 
to being my brother’s keeper 
instead 
of 
my 
keeper’s 
brother.”

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
an embarrassing problem of 
belching for several hours 
after eating. Other than an oc­ 
casional sensation of fullness 
and the gas I have no other 
real symptoms I have no pain 
or burning, nausea or 
vomiting X rays' were first 
read as normal 
Later the 
family doctor said I had 
duodenitis and the gas in the 
stomach was not getting into 
my small intestine to be ab­ 
sorbed or move through and 
this caused the burping 
problem 
He gave me some medicine 
to relax the stomach and it 
helps some but I still have this 
embarrassing problem I am 
embarrassed to go out to eat 
because of it. This is begin­ 
ning to affect my social life. 
Do you have any suggestions? 
DEAR READER - In the 
absence of pain and with the 
symptom of belching I would 
. say your problem is from 
swallowing air — regardless 
of whether or not you have 
any real evidence of X-ray 
changes of duodenitis The air 
has to come from somewhere 
to get into your stomach in the 
first place and the only solu­ 
tion is that you swallow it. 
One can form gas in the in­ 
testinal tract, usually colon, 
from fermentation, but this 
doesn’t occur in the stomach. 
Food does not stay in the 
stomach long enough to fer­ 
ment and cause such a 
problem The air is not likely 
to show on an X ray done in 
the morning. The air swallow­ 
ing occurs during the day and 
late afternoon X rays will 
show its presence. 
Because the gas is already 
in the stomach, when a person 
eats he suddenly feels full. 
This is not because the food 
caused gas but because the 
food taken into the stomach 
takes up part of the space in 
the stomach, already partially 
filled with gas and the 
pressure or fullness is then 
noticeable. With this in­ 
creased filling, the gas rises 
to the top of Hie stomach and 


belching occurs Lying down 
just traps the stomach gas 
because the contents of the 
stomach slide upward and 
obstructs the opening to the 
esophagus 
It doesn't do 
anything to correct the gas ac­ 
cumulation. 
Swallowed air is not ab­ 
sorbed but must be passed. It 
can cause symptoms in the 
colon, as many people well 
know, because it gets trapped 
in the colon from colon 
spasms Gas can cause pain in 
this situation whether it is 
swallowed or produced from 
fermentation or partly from 
both sources. 
Gas causes problems in 
about one in 10 people It is 
one of man's most common 
complaints We all swallow 
some air because of normal 
eating and drinking habits. It 
is unavoidable but can be 
minimized. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 6-8, 
Controlling Gaseousness, for 
a more complete discussion of 
the gas problem and what you 
can do about it Others who 
want this information can 
send a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope with 50 
cents for it Just address your 
letter to me in care of this 
newspaper. P.O. Box 1551. 
Radio City Station. New York, 
NY 10019 
Meanwhile I would suggest 
that you do a simple test on 
yourself 
Hold an eraser 
between your teeth and keep it 
there. This will make it dif­ 
ficult to swallow. This trick 
will make you aware of how 
often you are swallowing air. 
The eraser will help train you 
out of the habit and may cure 
your problem. You can hold 
something else between the 
teeth if you prefer but an 
eraser is an easy and comfor­ 
table thing to use. 
I do think you should avoid 
all gas-containing beverages, 
such as the soda pops. They 
w ill release gas in the 
stomach and add to the 
problem.

A sharp increase in Ohio’s 
rabies incidence occurred over 
the past few weeks, according 
to Mahoning County Health 
Commissioner Dr. Douglas A. 
Walsh. Most of the increase is 
due to a record number of rabid 
bats, particularly in the nor­ 
thwestern area of the state. 
Bats have accounted for 20 of 
the 29 rabies cases reported so 
far in Ohio for 1976. This is 
already 
higher than 
any 
E 
revious yearly total for rabid 
ats in Ohio. 
Dr. Walsh indicated that late 
summer and early autumn are 
especially hazardous times for 
human and pet animal ex­ 
posure to rabies since wild 
animals are migrating and 
searching for winter protection. 
Fortunately, only a few of the 
bat rabies cases to date have 
involved human or animal 
exposure. Most human ex­ 
posures occur when sick bats 
are found and picked up, 
usually by curious children. 
Bats also frequently get into 
homes or other inhabited places 
by accident, and persons are 
bitten or scratched while at­ 
tempting to catch the bats or 
drive them out. 
Bats afflicted with rabies are 
often found in a paralyzed state 
and are quite accessible to 
curious dogs and cats. If an 
unimmunized pet is thus ex­ 
posed to a rabid bat, often 
without the knowledge of the 
pet owner, a chain of infection 
is begun which may result in 


human exposure. Dr. Walsh 
emphasized that bats may be 
found in any setting, urban or 
rural, and there is no entirely 
“safe” 
place 
for 
non­ 
immunized pets. Immunization 
of pets is the only sure way of 
preventing exposure to rabies. 
Dr. Walsh emphasized that 
any person coming into contact 
with a bat should exercise 
extreme caution to avoid a bite 
or scratch. All bat bites should 
be considered as potential 
exposures to rabies until 
proven otherwise by laboratory 
tests. Bat bites should be 
reported immediately and be 
treated by a physician.

Ohio Senate Panel Asks Rain Soaks 
Re-Write Of Bingo Bill groa(j Areas 


Of Country 


COLUMBUS (LTD - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
has recommended a drastically 
rewritten version of a House- 
passed bill designed to close 
loopholes in the-operation of 
bingo games in Ohio. 
Following the committee ac­ 
tion late Thursday Senate 
sponsors indicated the measure 
would be brought to the Senate 
floor today. The House would 
still have to approve the 
committee changes 
The lower chamber passed 
the bill earlier this 
week 
Sponsor Rep Marcus Roberto. 
D-Ravenna, said it was neces­ 
sary to allow fraternal and 
civic groups to qualify as 
charities and therefore apply 
for a state bingo license 
Roberto's bill was sent to a 
three-man subcommittee of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
which worked for several hours 
Thursday and 
reported 
a 
substitute bill- late Thursday 
evening. 
Some loopholes discovered in 
the 
House 
version 
were 
eliminated, reported subcom­ 
mittee chairman Sen Anthony 
J . Celebrezze Jr , D-Cleveland. 
and new language was added to 
insure that organizations could 
not used bingo profits for 
“ noncharitable” purposes 
The Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee voted 5 to 1, with one 
abstention, to favorably recom­ 
mend Celebrezze's rewritten 
bill 
Celebrezze told the full 
committee the rewritten bill 
would “ eliminate ‘zingo’ and 
other schemes of chance" 
conducted under the guise of 
bingo 
Further, Celebreeze’s redraft 
of the House bill would prohibit 
a commercial building from 
being used by more than one 
charity 
to conduct 
bingo 
games. 
Other sections of the Senate 
committee version of the bill 
would: 
—Put a S50 limit on the rental 
fee which could be charged 
organizations for use of a 


commercial building to conduct 
bingo. 
—Require all proceeds from 
bingo be either paid out in 
prizes or donated to charities 
certified as tax-exempt under 
the US. Internal Revenue Code 
—Require organizations have 
a state license to conduct bingo 
in hand before any games can 
be held, rather than having 
merely applied for the required 
license 
—Prohibit the renter of a 
building for bingo from furnish­ 
ing anything except the premis­ 
es. and prohibiting the renter 
from receiving any pay. 
Eliminated by the Senate 
committee from 
the 
House 
draft of the bill was a provision 
exempting volunteer rescue 
squads from a requirement 
they be in existence for at least 
tw o years before qualifying as a 
charity. 
Celebrezze said his subcom­ 
mittee probably could have 
done a better job on the bill if it 
had had more time 
Republican opposition to the 
bill centered around the lack of 
any new language which would 
have allowed senior citizens’ 
groups or fraternal organiza­ 
tions 
from 
immediately- 
qualifying as charities. 
A constitutional amendment 
adopted last year authorized 
bingo, requiring the legislature 
to write laws regulating the 
game 
A law enacted earlier this 
year, however, left 
many 
loopholes, 
requiring 
the 
General Assembly to tackle the 
problem again this week

6 Michigan 
Men Die In 
Plane Crash 
COLDWATER, Mich. (U PI) 
— Six men, including a father 
and his two sons, were killed 
late Thursday when their twin- 
engine plane crashed in a 
cornfield five miles northeast of 
this 
Branch 
County 
com­ 
munity, State Police said today. 
Sgt. George Mansmith of the 
State Police Post at Tekonsha 
said the plane, a twin-engine 
Beechcraft registered to the 
pilot, Clifford Hadley, 52, was 
on a return flight from Min­ 
nesota and crashed at 9:20 p.m. 
(EDT) Thursday. 
“ They left Coldwater Thurs­ 
day morning for a business trip 
in Minnesota and were retur­ 
ning,” said Mansmith. 
“ Nothing this severe 
has 
happened in years,” he said. 
"W e’ve never had so many 
killed in this area in a plane 
crash.” 
The other five victims were 


identified as Robert Smith. 54, 
his sons, Douglas, 28. and Dean, 
18; 
James Nowak, 43 and 
Jam es Trover, 22, all of 
Coldwater 
Authorities said the plane 
was flying “ on instruments” 
and that there was a slight 
ground fog when the plane 
crashed in the field but poor 
visibility or bad weather was 


not believed to be the cause of 
the crash. 
Police said the victims and 
the wreckage were scattered 
about the field in a wide area. 
The six were pronounced dead 
at the scene and the plane did 
not explode into flames, police 
said 
“ No one saw the plane 
crash,” Mansmith said.

County Jail and reports it to be 
one of the worst disease 
breeding institutions that can 
be imagined. 
March 26, 1807-Sheriff Gill 
of Columbiana County has 
invested in a brace of savage 
blood hounds and the prisoner 
who breaks jail and is trailed by 
them will be mighty lucky if he 
escapes 
being 
torn 
into 
shoestrings 
The Lisbon Journal has 
weathered storms of 
thirty 
years and is better and brighter 
than ever. J 
K. Frew, its 
founder, is still proprietor, but 
his son, D. H. Frew, has had 
editorial charge of the paper 
since 
1882. 
Continued 
prosperity to the Journal. 
April 9, 1897—The Salem Iron 
Company of Leetonia has gone 
into the hands of a receiver. 
April 16, 1897 — Columbiana 
County has eight presidential 
postoffices and 49 fourth-class 
offices. Pity Congressman 
Tayler. 
W 
G. Fawcett’s Store at 
Leetonia was visited by thieves 
Monday night A small amount 
of change in the till and some 
pocket knives were taken. 
April 
23, 
1897—Wash- 
ingtonville 
will 
build 
a 
residence for its mayor That is 
the kind of a town to live in. 


Citizens of Salem and Goshen 
Township claim to have seen 
the mysterious air ship that has 
been floating about the country 
for a couple of weeks. 
Columbiana has a volunteer 
fire department of twenty-two 
members. 
April 30, 1897—Columbiana 
County will probably furnish 
two victims for the electrical 
machinery in the annex at the 
Ohio Penitentiary. Wellsville 
and East Liverpool each had a 
murder last week 
John Boyle of Leetonia, 
employed in a Teegarden coal 
mine, was caught between two 
cars last Saturday Both legs 
were fractured and his arms 
and chest were badly bruised. 
May 7,1897—Salem sent 2,000 
bushels of corn to India. 
Leetonia is $76.60 ahead on 
last season’s lecture course. 
An electric light plant was 
recently completed at East 
Palestine, and judging from the 
following remarks 
by 
the 
Reville-Echo results are more 
than satisfactory: “ We have 
had the electric lights only a 
week and a half, but already we 
do not see how we ever did 
without them so long. The town 
has been fairly transformed by 
them and it is possible to go all 
over it now without nearly 
breaking one's neck on a dark 
night by stumbling off the 
sidewalk or running up against* 
a loose board somewhere in 
crossing. 
The 
lights 
are 
working excellently, and aside 
from their usefulness, are 
ornamental, making the twon 
vastly prettier by night than it 
ever was before.” 
May 14, 1897 — Tom Derbon 
was arrested at Lisbon on 
Saturday charged with stealing 
a horse from Dr. Davis, near 
East Liverpool, Friday night. 


He 
had 
the 
horse 
in 
his 
possession and was about to 
drive to Salem when arrested. 
It was a valuable 3-year-old colt 
and was almost exhausted by 
hard driving. 


The U.S.Tile Works at Lisbon 
will start next Monday for a 
steady run of at least a year. 
One 
hundred 
men will 
be 
employed. 


The owners of the Cherry 
Valley Ironworks notified their 
employees that they will have 
to accept a 10 per cent reduc­ 
tion in wages. 
Old jail at Lisbon is to be 
substantially rebuilt during the 
coming year. 
The Valley Hotel at Leetonia 
was sold at sheriff’s sale 
Monday to W. S. Potts, for 
$4,800, two-thirds of the ap­ 
praisement. 
May 21, 1897 — Star Post, 
G.A.R. of Lisbon has received 
two 
11-inch 
Parrott 
guns 
weighing 9,800 pounds each 
from the war department at 
Washington. One will be placed 
on the public park and the other 
on the soldiers’ lot in the 
cemetery. 
Mrs. Blair, à Lisbon widow, 
has sued G. Crawford for $5,000 
damages for breach of promise. 
Crawford married another 
woman last week, hence the 
suit. 
May 28, 1897 — Ten pupils 
graduate from the Lisbon High 
School. 
S. H. Wilson will be post­ 
master at Washingtonville 
during 
the 
McKinley 
ad­ 
ministration. 
The old rat hole that passes 
for a jail at Lisbon narrowly 
escaped destruction by fire a 
few days since. 
W. E. Neff, the well-known 
and popular liveryman at 


Leetonia, has lost several 
horses by death within a short 
time. 
Gum factory at Lisbon finds 
business so good that the 
capacity will be developed. 


June 18, 1897 — one of the 
stacks of the Cherry Valley 
Furnace at Leetonia exploded 
last Friday night, scattering 
the molten metal and doing 
considerable damage. 
June 25, 1897—A poker joint 
in Salem was raided a few night 
since. The proprietor was fined 
$28.60 and each of the four 
young men in the game were 
assessed $10 and co6ts. 
July 9, 1897 — A cannon fired 
in Salem last Friday night 
broke hundreds of windows. 
A little son of Matt Moss of 
Washingtonville had his left eye 
terribly burned and his face 
filled with powder last Satur­ 
day morning while shooting fire 
crackers. 
The glory of the old Sandy & 
Beaver Canal may return in a 
manner wholly unthought of at 
the time the ditch was built. 
Parties have been taking op­ 
tions on the tow path paying 
each farmer through whose 
land it passes $1 for six months. 
The story goes that an electric 
line is to be constructed from 
Lisbon to East Liverpool. The 
tow path has no grades and the 
greater part of it would not cost 
much money to put it in con­ 
dition for a track. 
Tom Reeves of Leetonia was 
drowned in the creek 
at 
Shelton’s Grove last Sunday. 
He was batheing when attacked 
by cramps and went down in 14 
feet of water. 
A Columbiana County ex­ 
change says: "At present the 
population 
of 
the 
County 
Infirmary is 107. Only a few of 
the inmates are ill. The in­ 
stitution is in very good con­ 
dition, Superintendent Riddle 
savs The new Poor Law, in 
effect since January 1, results 


have proved, is advantageous 
to the townships, inasmuch as it 
curtails appreciably its pauper 
expense.” What is here said of 
the new Poor Law is probably 
true in every county in the 
state, but we shall be greatly 
disappointed if the Infirmary 
Directors’ Association does not 
make an effort to have it 
repealed when the legislature 
convenes next winter. 
July 23, 1807—The Lisbon 
Leader, after a precarious 
existence of five years, has 
suspended publication. 
On account of a washout on 
the Erie Sunday the excursion 
scheduled for Chautauqua Lake 
was taken to Conneaut Lake. 
John Steel of Lisbon is the 
champion bicycle rider of 
Columbiana County, having 
earned that distinction last 
week. 
July 30, 
1897—The Lisbon 
Branch of the Erie which had 
about a dozen washouts by the 
Thursday night storm, has been 
put in running order again. A 
special train on the Lisbon 
Road, carrying excursionists 
home from 
the 
Merchants’ 
Picnic had just crossed the 
trestle near Austintown when 
the trestle was completely 
taken away, the result of the 
heavy storm. 
The 
East 
Liverpool, 
Fredericks & Lisbon Railroad 
Co., was incorporated Friday, 
with a capital stock of $500,000. 
The company will construct an 
electric railway, with 
East 
Liverpool and Lisbon as ter­ 
mini. The incorporators are 
Niles, 
Youngstown 
and 
Cleveland men. The proposed 
road runs through rich coal 
fields and will doubtless prove 
one.of the most profitable lines 
in the county, as both freight 
and passenger business will be 
taken care of. 
August 13, 1897 — Salem and 
Leetonia checker players will 
hold a tournament at Salem in 
the near future.
